“HANDS OFF CONGRESS” 


SAID TO BE NEW 
F. D. R. POLICY

WASHINGTON ‘U?—Close associates 
of President Roosevelt said today that 
he had adopted a hands-off policy to- 
ward Congress because of a conviction 
that the pressure of emergency had 
lessened sufficiently to make such a 
policy possible. 

That explanation came in the midst 
of substantial reports that congressional 
uneasiness over business conditions and 
a disposition to oppose New Deal 
measures would compel Mr. 
to withhold further 
from this session. 


There are indications also of uneasi- | 


ness within the cabinet. That uneasi- 
arises trom doubt of the wisdom 
of methods which after years of appli- 
cation still have not disposed of the 
unemployment problem nor erected ef- 
fective barriers against violent busi- 
ness recession.

Sir Roy Robinson, chairman of the 
forestry commission, invited owners of 
timber lands to a private conference 
with the commission to discuss meth- 
ods of pushing upward the present out- 
put of around 47,000,000 cubic feet per 
annum. 

The World War showed painfully 
that imports of foreign timber take up 
tonnage which is desperately needed 
for food supplies. In addition the war 
resulted in cutting down hurriedly 
some 500,000 acres of Britain’s best 
timber. Main objectives of the for- 
estry commission, established in 1920, 
are to expand Britain’s timber lands 
until there is a “war reserve” of stand- 
ing timber equal to three years’ con- 
sumption and to create an annual out- 
put of between 100,000,000 and 125,- 
000,000 cubic feet, compared with the 
present 47,000,000 cubic feet. 

To this end the commission plans to 
increase its own plantings from the 
present 30,000 acres per annum. to 
around 40,000 acres, while continuing 
its instructions and exhortations to 
private owners to plant more trees and 
to take care of those already growing. 

No headway has been made in dis- 


placing foreign-grown timber. It is 
estimated that in 1937 the total im- 
ports of foreign timber constituted
